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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9-17 are are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wang (US 6,404,943 B1). 

Wang discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in the claims, 
including: at least two input fibers and at least two output fibers (Fig. 2B); at least two 
waveguides, each comprising 2 parallel reflecting surfaces (reflecting surfaces being 
interface between the core and the cladding portions- one surface may be called "main" 
and the other may be called "secondary" reflecting surfaces) (Fig. 2B); wherein the light 
beam from the input fiber is reflected at least twice off the "main" and "secondary" 
reflecting surface then are output by the output fiber (Fig. 2B); pair of input and output 
ports are arranged at equal intervals along a circumference surrounding a movable 
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switch element (Fig. 2B); wherein when switching element is not interfering with the 
optical path of the input waveguide, the light beam is transmitted to the output 
waveguide that is arranged diametrically (Fig. 2A); wherein when the switching element 
is in the optical path, the light from the input waveguide is output to the neighboring 
output waveguide via reflecting surfaces (Fig. 2B). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wang (US 6,404,943 B1). 
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Wang discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in the claims as 
discussed above, except it does not teach the use of collimators aligned with input 
fibers. However, the use of collimators with input or output fibers is well known and 
commonly taught in the fiber optic communications art. Fiber optic collimators provide a 
well-known advantage of conditioning input or output light beams for efficient waveguide 
coupling, and reduces transmission errors. Therefore, it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Wang 
device to have collimators aligned with input fibers. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: An optical switch for switching light signals coming from three input fibers to 
three output fibers is well known in the art. However, none of the prior art fairly teaches 
or suggests such an optical switch having, inter alia, a movable, three-surface mirror 
and three stationary reflectors each mounted opposite each reflecting surface of the 
three-surface mirror, wherein the movable three-surface mirror is movable between 
three positions, wherein when the light signal is transmitted from the input fiber, either 
the light gets transmitted directly to the corresponding output fiber, or the light gets 
reflected between one reflecting surface of the three-surface mirror and the reflecting 
surface of the mounted reflector before it gets transmitted to the output fiber. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Liao et al (US 2003/0081884), Liao et al (US 6,587,614), Zhang 
(US 2002/0146199), Tsai (US 5,642,446) and Chen et al (US 2003/0113057) disclose 
optical switches with movable reflectors.
